PSALM I.

BLESSED is the man that walketh not in the 
counsel of the ungodly, nor standeth in the way 
of sinners, nor sitteth in tJie seat of the scornfuL 

2 But his delight is in the law of the Lohd ; and 
in his law doth he meditate day and night. 

3 And he shall be like a tree planted by the. 
rivers of water, that bringeth forth his fruit in his 
season ; his leaf also shall not wither ; and whatso- 
ever he doeth shall prosper. 

4 The ungodly are not so : but are like the chaff 
which the wind driveth away. 

6 Therefore the ungodly shall not stand in the 
judgment, nor sinners in the congregation of the 
righteous. 

6 For the Lobd knoweth the way of the righteous : 
but the way of the ungodly shall perish.

10 My defence is of God, wliich saveth the up- 
right in heart.

12 If he turn not, he will whet his sword; he 
hath bent liis bow, and made it ready. 

13 He hath also prepared for him the instruments 
of death; he ordaineth his arrows against the per- 
secutors. 

14 Behold, he travaileth with iniquity, and 
hath conceived mischief, and brought fortli false- 
hood:

he lieth in wait to catch the poor : he doth catch 
the poor, when he di'aweth him into his net.

but I trust in tlie Lobd. 

? T I will be glad and rejoice in tliy mercy: for 
thon hast considered my trouble ; thou liast known 
my soul in adversities ; 

8 And hast not shut me up into the hand of the 
enemy : thou hast set my feet in a largo room, 

i9 Have mercy upon me, O Lobd, for I am in 
trouble : mine eye is cousmued witli grief, yea^ my 
soul kshSl my belly. 

10 For my life is spent with grief, and my yean 
witli ftighing : my strengtli faileth becaiise of mine 
iniquity, and my bones are consumed.

4 We will not hide tJiem from their children, 
shewing to the generation to come the praises of 
the LoBD, and his strength, and his wonderful works 
that he hath done.

41 Yea, they tunied back and tempted God, and 
limited the Holy One of Israel. ogtzedbyUoogle 
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42 They remembered not his hand, nor the day 
when he deli^^red thein from the enemy: 

43 How he had wrought his signs in Egypt, and 
his wonders in the field of Zoan : 

44 And liad tnmed their ri^'^rs into blood ; and 
tlieir floods, that they conld not drink. 

45 He sent divere sorts of flics among tliem, 
whicli devoured them ; and frogs, which destroyed 
them. 

46 He gave also tlieir increase unto the cateqnl- 
lar, and their labour unto the locust. 

47 Ho destroyed their vines with hail, and thdr 
sycamore ti*ees with frost. 

48 He gave up their cattle also to the liail, and 
their flocks to hot thunderbolts. 

49 He cast upon them the fierceness of his anger, 
wrath, and indignation, and trouble, by sending evil 
angels amoiig them.. 

50 He made a way to his anger ; he sj)ared not 
their soul from death, but gave their life over to tlie 
pestilence; 

51 And smote all the firstborn in Egypt; the 
chief of thdr strength in the tabernacles of Ham : 

52 But made liis own people to go forth like sheej), 
and guided them in the wilderness like a flock. 

53 And he led them on safely, so that they feared 
not : but the sea overwhelmed tlieir enemies. 

54 And he brought them to the border of his 
sanctuary, ei?e7^ to this mountain, which his right 
hand had purchased. 

55 He cast out the heathen also before them, and 
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divided them an inheritance by line, and made the 
tribes of Israel to dwell in their tents. 

56 Yet they tempted and provoked the most high 
God, and kept not his testimonies : 

67 But turned back, and dealt unfaithfully like 
their fathers: they were turned aside like a deceitful 
bow. 

68 For they provoked him to anger with tlieir 
high places, and moved him to jealousy with their 
graven images. 

69 When God heard this^ he was wroth, and 
greatly abhorred Israel: 

60 So that he forsook the tabernacle of Shiloh, 
the tent which he placed among men ; 

61 And delivered his strength into captivity, and 
his glory into the enemy's hand. 

62 He gave his people over also imto the sword; 
and was wroth with his inheritance. 

63 The fire consumed tlieir young men ; and their 
maidens were not given to marriage. 

64 Their priests fell by the sword; and their 
widows made no lamentation. 

66 Then the Lord awaked as one out of sleep, 
and like a mighty man that shouj;eth by reason of 
wine. 

66 And he smote his enemies in the liinder parts : 
he put them to a perpetual reproach. 

67 Moreover he refused the tabernacle of Joseph, 
and chose not the tribe of Ephraim : 

68 But chose the tribe of Judah, the moimt Zion 
which he loved. ^g.^ed by UooQle 

112

69 And he built his sanctaary like high palaoes^ 
like the earth which he liath establiBhed for ever. 

70 He diose David also his servant, and took 
him from the sheepfolds :

let thy tender mercies speedily prevent \ia ; for we 
are brought very low. 

9 Help us, O God of our salvation, for the glory 
of thy name: and deliver us, and purge away our 
sins, for thy name's sake. 

10 Wherefore should the heathen say, Wliere is 
their God? let him be known atnong the heathen in 
our siglit Jy the revenging of the blood of thy serv- 
ants which is shed. 

11 Let the sibling of the prisoner come before 
thee ; ^cor'ding to the greatness of thy power pre- 
serve thou those that are appointed to die ; 

12 And render unto our neighbours sevenfold into 
their bosom their reproach, wherewith they have 
reproached thee, O Lord. 

13 So we thy people and sheep of thy pastnro 
will give thee thanks for ever : we will show forth 
thy praise to all generations.

19 He appointed the moon for seasons : the sun 
knoweth his going down. 

20 Thou makest darkness, ^4dbJtdi9gl?igHt: 
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wlxerein all tlie beasts of the forest da crecj) 
forth. 

21 The yonng lions roar after their pi*ey, and seek 
their meat from God. . 

22 The sun ariseth, thej gather themselves to- 
gether, and lay them do^vn in their den^. 

23 Man goeth forth tmto his work and to his 
labonr until the evening. 

24 O Lord, how manifold are thy works I in wis- 
dom hast then made them all: the earth is fhll of 
thy riches. 

^h So U this great and wide sea, wherein are 
things creeping innumerable, both small and great 
beasts. 

26 There go the ships: there U that leviatlian, 
whom thou hast made to play therein. 

27 These wait all upon thee ; that thou mayest 
give themHi^^xr meat in due season. 

28 That thou givest them they gather: thou 
openest thine hand, they are filled with good. 

29 Thou hidest thy face, they are troubled : thou 
takest away their breath, they die, and return to 
their dust 

30 Thou sendest forth thy spirit, they are cre- 
ated : and thou renewest the face of the earth. 

81 The glory of the Lord shall endure for ever : 
the Lord shall rejoice in his works. 

32 He looketh on the earth, and it trembleth : he 
toucheth the hills, and they smoke. 

83 I will sing imto the Lord as long as I live : I 
will' sing praise to my God while I have my being. 
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34 My meditation of him shftll be sw^et: I wiU 
be glad in the Lobd. 

35 Let the sinners be consumed out of the earth, 
and let the wicked be no more. Bless thou the 
Lord, O my soul. Praise ye the Lobd«

4 Seek the Lord, and his strength : seek his face 
evermore. 

5 Eemember his marvellous works that he hath 
done; his wonders, and the judgments of his 
mouth ; 

6 O ye seed of Abraham his servant, ye children 
of Jacob his chosen. 

7 He is the Lord our God : his judgments are in 
all the earth. 

8 He hath remembered his covenant for ever, thiB 
word which he commanded to a thousand genera- 
tions. 

9 Whidi eorniharU he made with Abraham, and 
his oath unto Isaac ; Dg,,ed by UooQle 
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10 And confinned the Baiiie unto Jacob for 
a law, and to Israel for an ev^lafttiiSg cove- 
nant: 

11 Saying, Unto thee will I give the land of 
Canaan, the lot oi your inheritiEknee : 

12 When they were hut a few men in number ; 
yea, very few, and strangers in it. 

13 When they went from one nation to another, 
from one kingdom to another people ; 

14 He BuflFered no man to do them wrong : yea, 
he reproved kings tor their sak^s ; 

15 Saying^ Touch not mine anointed, and do my 
prophets no harm. 

16 Moreover h^ called for a famine upon tlie 
land : he brake tlie whdie staff of bread. 

17 He sent a man before them, even Joseph, who 
was sold for a servant : 

18 Whose feet they hurt with fetters : he was laid 
in iron : 

19 Until the time that Ids word eame : the word 
<tf the LoBD tried him. 

20 The king sent and loosed him ; eotn the ruler 
of the people, and let him go free. 

21 He made him lord of his house, and ruler of 
all hift Eubstance : 

22 To bind his princes at his pleasiu*e ; and teach 
liis senators wisdom. 

23 Israel also came iiito Egypt; and Jacob so- 
journed in the land of Hain. 

24 And he increased his people greatly; aiid 
made them stronger than their enemiesjoogle 

14» 



PSALMS. 

25 He turned their Iieart to hate liis ^^eoplc, to 
deal snbtilely with liis servants. 

26 He sent Moses his servant ; and Aaron whom 
he had chosen. 

27 Tliey shewed Iiis signs among them, and won- 
ders in the land of Ham. 

28 He sent darkness, and made it dark; and they 
rebelled not against his word. 

29 He turned their waters into blood, and slew 
their fish, 

30 Their land broiight forth frogs in abundjemce, . 
in the chambers of their kings. 

31 He spake, and there came divers sorts of flies^ 
and lice in all tlieir coasts. 

82 He gave them hail for rain, and flaming fire 
in their land. 

33 He smote their vines also and their fig trees ; 
and brake the trees of their coasts. 

34 He spake, and the locusts came, and caterpil- 
lars, and that without number, 

35 And did eat up all the herbs in their land, 
and devoured the fruit of their ground. 

36 He smote also all the firstborn in their land, 
the chief of all their strength. 

37 He brought them forth also with silver and 
gold : and there was not one feeble permm among 
their tribes. 

88 Egypt was glad when they departed : for the 
fear of them fell upon them. 

39 Hie spread a cloud for a covering ; and fire to 
^ive light in the night. DgtzedbyUoogle 
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40 TJiS people asked, and he brought quails, and 
satisfied thein with the bread of heaven. 

41 He opened the rock, and the waters gushed 
out ; they ran in tlie dry places like a river. 

42 For he remembered his holy promise, cmd 
Abraham his servant. 

43 And he brought fortli his people ^vith joy, and 
his chosen with gladness : 

44 And gave them the lands of the heatlien : and 
they inherited the labour of the people ; 

45 That they might observe his statutes, and keep 
his laws. Praise ye the Lobd.

PEAISE ye the Lord. O give thanks imto the

2 Who can utter the mighty acts of the Lobd ? 
wlho can shew forth all his praise ? 

3 Blessed are they that keep judgment, and he 
that doeth righteousness at all times. 

4 Eemember me, O Lobd, with the favour l^hai 
thou hearest unto thy people : O visit me with thy 
salvation ; 

5 That I may see the good of thy chosen, that I 
may rejoice in the gladness of thy nation, that I 
may glory with thine inheritance. 

6 Wq have sinned with our fathers, we have com- 
mitted iniquity, we have done wickedly. 
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7 Our fatHere nnderBtood not thy wonderg in 
Egypt } they remembered not the multitude of thy 
mercies ; but provoked him at the sea, even at the 
Eed sea. 

$ Nevertheless he saved them for his name^s 
sake, that he might make his mighty power to 
be known. 

9 He rebuked the Eed sea also, (ind it was dried 
up : so he led them through the depths, as through 
the wilderness. 

10 And he saved them from the hand of him tliat 
hated thenij and redeemed them from the hand of 
the enemy. 

11 And the wateins covered their enemies : tliere 
was not one of tliem left. 

12 Then believed they his words ; they sang hia 
praise. 

13 They soon forgat his works ; they waited not 
for his coimsel : 

14 But lusted exceedingly in the wilderness, and 
tempted God in the desert. 

15 And he gave tliem their request; but sent 
leanness into their soul. 

16 They envied Moses also in the camp, and 
Aaron the saint of the Lobd. 

17 The enrth opened and swallowed up Dathan, 
and covered the company of Abiram. 

18 And a iire was kindled in their com2)auy; the 
flame bumed up the wicked. 

19 They made a calf in Horeb, and worshipped 
the molten image. 
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20 Tims they clianged their glory into the BimiU- 
tude of an ox that eatetk gnuus. 

21 Thiey forgat God their saviour, which had 
done great things in Egypt ; 

22 Wondrous works in the hmd of Ham, and 
terrible things by the Red sea. 

23 Therefore he said that he would destroy thein, 
had not Moses his chosen stood before him in the 
breach, to turn away his wrath, lest he should de- 
stroy them. 

24 Yea, they despised the pleasant land, tliey 
believed not his word : 

25 But murmured in their tents, and hearkened 
not unto tlie voice of the Lord. 

26 Therefore he lifted up his hand against them, 
to overthrow them in the wilderness: 

27 To overthrow their seed also among the na- 
tions, and to scatter them in the lands. 

28 They joined themselves also unto Baal-peor, 
and ate the sacrifices of the dead. 

29 Thua they provoked Kvm, to anger with their 
inventions : and the plague brake in upon them. 

30 Then stood up Phinehas, and executed judg- 
ment : and bo the plague was stayed. 

31 And that wiafi counted unto him for righteous- 
ness imto all generations for evermore. 

32 They angered him also at the waters of 
strife, so that it went ill with Moses for their 
sakes : 

33 Because they provoked his spirit, so tliat he 
spake unadvisedly with liis lips. ogtzedbyUoogle 
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34 They did not destroy tlie nations, oonceming 
whom the Lord commanded them : 

85 But were mingled among tlic heathen, and 
learned their works. 

86 And they served their idols: which were a 
snare unto them. 

87 Yea, they sacrificed tlieir sons and their dangli- 
ters unto devils, 

38 And shed imiocent blood, at;^^ tlie blood of 
their sons and of their diugliters, whom they sacri- 
ficed unto the idols of Canaan : and the land was 
polluted with blood. 

89 Thus were they defiled with their own works, 
and went a whoring with their own inventions. 

40 Therefore was the wrath of the Lobd kindled 
against his people, insomuch that he abhorred hia 
own inheritance. 

41 And he gave them into tlie hand of the hear 
then ; and tliey that hated them ruled over tliem. 

42 Their enemies also oppressed them, and they 
were brought into subjection under tlieir hand. 

43 Many times did he deliver them; but they 
provoked him with their counsel, and were brought 
low for their iniquity. 

44 Nevertheless he regarded their affliction, when 
he heard their cry: 

45 And he remembered for them his covenant, 
and repented according to the multitude of his 
mercies. 

: 40 He made tliem also to be pitied of all those 
that carried them captives. ogtzedbyUoogle 
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47 Save us, O Lobd our God, aiid gather U8 from 
among the heathen, to give thanks nnto thy Iioly 
name, and to triumph in thy praise. 

48 Blessed he the Lord God of Israel from ever- 
lasting to everlasting : and let all the people say, 
Amen. Praise ye tUe Lord.

OGIVE tlianks unto the Lord, for Ae is good: 
for his inwcy endureth for ever. 

2 Let the redeemed of the Lord say so^ wliom lie 
liath redeemed from the hand of the enemy; 

8 And gathered tliem out of tlie lands, from the 
east, and from the west, from the north, and from 
the south. 

4 They wandered in tlie wilderness in a solitary 
way; they found no city to dwell in. 

6 Hungry and thirsty, tlieir soul fainted in them. 

6 Then they cried imto the Lord in their trouble, 
arid he delivered them out of their distresses. 

7 And he led tliem forth by the right way, that 
they might go to a city of habitation. ' 

8 Oh that men would praise the Lord for his 
goodness, and for his wonderftil works to the chil- 
dren of men ! 

9 For lie satisiieth the longing soul, and filleth 
the hungry soul with goodness. 

10 Such as sit in darkness and in the shadow of 
death, heing bound in affliction and iroitjogle 
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11 Beeaiiae they rebelled against tlie words of 
Grod, and contemned the counsel of the Most 
High: 

12 Therefore h6 brought down their heart with 
labonr.; they feU do^vn, and iher^ was none to 
help. 

13 Then they cried unto the Lord in their trou- 
ble, cmd he saved them out of their distresses. 

14 He brought them out of darkne&s and the 
shadow of ^eath, and brake their bands in sun- 
der. 

15 Oh that men. would praise the Ijxsd for his 
goodness, and for his wonderful works to the chil- 
dren of men ! 

16 For he hath broken the gates of brass, and cut 
the bars of iron in sunder. 

17 Fools, because of their transgression, and be- 
cause of their iniquities, are afflicted. 

18 Their soul abhorreth all manner of meat; and 
they draw near unto the gates of death. 

19 Then they cry unto the Lobd in their trouble, 
and he saveth tliem out of their distresses. 

20 He sent his word, and healed them, and deliv- 
ered them from their destructions. 

21 Oh that unen would praise the Losd for his 
goodness, and for his wonderful works to the chil- 
dren of men 1 

22 And let tliem sacrifice the sacrifices of thanks- 
giving, and declare his works with rejoicing. 

23 They that go down to the sea in ships, that do 
business in gi-eat waters ; Dg,,3, by UooQle 
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S4 Tlieeo Bee the works of the Lord, and his won- 
ders in the deq>. 

25 For he cominandcth, and raiseth the stonny 
wind, which liftetli up the waves thereof. 

26 They mount ni> to the heaven, they go down 
again to the depths : their soul is melted b^ause of 
trouble. 

27 They reel to and fro, and stagger like a 
drunken man, and are at their wit's end. 

28 Then they cry unto the Lord in their trouble, 
and he bringetii them out of tlieir distresses. 

29 He maketli the stonii a calm, so that tlie 
waves thereof are still. 

30 Then are they glad because they be quiet ; so 
he bringeth them unto their desired haven. 

31 Oh that 'tnen would praise tlie Lord for liis 
goodness, and for his wonderfiil works to the chil- 
dren of men ! 

32 Let them exalt him also in the congregation 
of the people, and praise him in the assembly of the 
elders. 

33 He tumetli rivers into a wilderness, and the 
watersprings into dry groimd ; 

84 A fruitfid land into barrenness, for the wick- 
edness of them that dwell therein. 

35 He tumeth the wilderness into a standing 
water, and dry ground into watersprings. 

36 And there he maketli the hungry to dwell, 
that they may prepare a city for habitation ; 

37 And sow the fields, and plant vineyards, which 
may yield fruits of increase. ogtzedbyUoogle 
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38 He blossctli them also, so tliat tliey are mnl« 
tiplied greatly; and suffereth not their cattle to 
decrease. 

89 Agam, they are minished and brought low 
through oppression, affliction, and sorrow. 

40 He poureth contempt upon princes, and cans- 
eth them to wander in the wilderness, where there is 
no way. 

41 Yet setteth he the poor on high from afflic- 
tion, and maketh him families like a flock. 

42 The righteous shall see it^ and rejoice : and all 
iniquity shall stop her mouth. 

43 Whoso i% wise, and will observe these things^ 
even they shall understand the lovingkindness of 
the Lord.

8 Let his days be few; wnd let another take his 
office. 

9 Let his children be fatherless, and liis wife a 
widow. 

10 Let his children be contimially vagabonds, 
Mid beg : let tliem seek their hread also out of their 
desolate places. 

11 Let the extortioner catcli all that lie hath; 
and let the strangers spoil his labour. 

12 Let there be none to extend mercy unto liim : 
neither let there be any to favour his fatherless 
children. 

13 Let his posterity be cut off; whd in the gen- 
eration following let their name be blotted out. 

14t Let the iniquity of his fathers be remembered 
with the Lord ; and let not the Bin of his mother be 
blotted out. 

15 Let tliem be before the Lord continually, 
that he may cut off the memory of them from the 
earth. 

16 Because that he remembered not to shew 
mercy, but persecuted the poor and needy man, 
that he might even slay the broken in heart. 

17 As he loved cursing, so let it come unto him : 
as he delighted not in blessing, so let it be far ftom 
him. 

18 As he clothed himself with ctu^ing like as 
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with his garment, bo let it com^ into his bowels like 
water, and like oil into his bones. 

19 Let it be unto him as the garment which cov- 
ereth him, and for a girdle wherewith he is girded 
continually. 

20 Let this he the reward of mine adversaries 
from the LoBD, and of them that speak evil against 
my soul. 

21 But do thou for me, O God the Lord, for thy 
naine^s sake: because thy mercy is good, deliver 
thou me. 

22 For I am poor and needy, and my heart is 
wounded within me. 

23 I am gone like the shadow when it declineth: 
I am tossed up and down as the locust. 

24 My knees are weak through fasting ; and my 
flesh faileth of fatness. 

25 I became also a reproach unto them : wJien 
they looked upon me they shaked their heads. 

56 Help me, O Lord my God: O save me ac- 
cording to thy mercy: 

27 That they may know that this is thy hand ; 
that thou, LoBD, hast done it. 

28 Let them curse, but bless thou: when they 
arise, let them be ashamed; but let thy servant 
rejoice. 

29 Let mine adversaries be clothed with shame ; 
and let them cover themselves with their own con- 
fusion, as with a mantle. 

80 I will greatly praise the Lobd with my mouth ; 
yea, X will praise him among the multitud^gLe 
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31 For he shall stand at the right hand of the 
poor, to save him from those that condemn iris BOfol.
